1. PORTUGUESE SOURCE TOLD EMBOFF OCT 9 THAT FERNANDO FALCAO SPENT 
ONE DAY IN KINSHASA AND DEPARTED WITHOUT BEING RECEIVED BY 
EITHER PRESIDENT MOBUTU OR HOLDEN ROBERTO. IT IS NOT CLEAR WHETHER 
FAILURE OF HIS MISSION WAS DUE TO ADVANCE PUBLICITY IN ANGOLA 
(REFTEL) OR TO CHANGE OF HEART HERE, POSSIBLY AS RESULT OF SPINOLA'S 
OUSTER ON DAY BEFORE FALCAO ARRIVED. IN ANY CASE, PORTUGUESE 
SOURCE IS CONVINCED THAT FALCAO VISIT DID NOT TAKE ZAIRIAN AUTHORI 
TIES BY SURPRISE. HE WAS MET AT AIRPORT AND USHERED PROMPTLY 
THROUGH ENTRY FORMALITIES. 

2. IT IS NOTEWORTHY THAT FNLA WEEKLY "INDEPENDANCE TOTALE" FOR 
SEP 30 PUBLISHED STRONG ATTACK ON FALCAO AND HIS ANGOLAN UNITY
